senting 700,000 farmers. The Grange 
plan to be urged upon congress at 
once is a- follows; 
Ending of wheat price regulations 
and all price fixing on primary food 
or clothing material at the end of 
the present crop season. 
Removal of all restrictions and reg­ 
ulations based on w*ar powers of con­ 
gress, including the food administra­ 
tion activities. 
Clear definition of the Constitution­ 
al pow*er of congress to deal with 
hoarding, conspiracy and combina­ 
tions to enhance price and with waste 
or destruction of food or similar 
products under peace conditions. 
Immediate termination of the pow­ 
er of the war trade board. 
Removal of all internal revenue 
taxes on food product*. 
Revision of tariff schedulees to a f­ 
ford protection for farm productions, 
equal protection for manufactured 
products. 
Immediate revision of di-count and 
grading filles especially on wheat. 
Recognition of 
organizations 
of 
producting fanners in making up the 
personnel of committees, boards of 
commissions to direct enforcement of 
existing or proposed laws.

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GERMANY PREPARING FOR 
HOME COMING OF PRISONERS 
SOLDIERS MAY REINSTATE 
THEIR LAPSED INSURANCE 


Customary Methodical Plans Will be Eighteen Months After Discharge is 
Evident in Reception 
Machinery. 
Given for Renewal of Federal 
Risk Policies. 


By United Press 
Berlin, 
August 
16—Germany 
is 
preparing for the homecoming 
of 
thousands of its prisoners. 
While 
their return will probably inflict on 
the labor market a great new bur­ 
den, Germany hasn’t reckoned that 
in the reckoning, and .just now is 
jubilant over the fact that they are 
soon to be released. 
Their return to the fatherland will 
be accomplished with customary Ger­ 
man methodical plans. 
A complete 
reception machinery bas 
already 
been created. 
A number of stations 
for delivery in German territory have 
been erected, and there the home- 
eomers will be officially greeted. From 
these delivery stations, the prisoners 
will pass to transfer camps, where 
they will remain three or four days 
while they receive military discharges 
and are examined to Ascertain wheth­ 
er they are in need of hospital atten­ 
tion. 
Each man will receive 50 marks 
cash and an additional sum which 
will permit him to have an 
eight 
wreeks’ vacation. 
From the transfer 
camps the men will be distributed to 
stations, nearest their own homes. 
Provision bas been made to furbish 
all with tobacco, cigars and cigarets. 
As for their future, the govern­ 
ment has devised means whereby tem­ 
porary aid can be furnished each 
prisoner if he cannot at once find 
work, but every effort will be made 
to assist the men to places in the 
industrial structure. 
Demobilization of what is left of 
the German army will release 41,- 
000,000 meters 
of 
cloth, 
(to say 
nothing of hundreds of thousands of 
pairs of shoes. 
As a result, the 
government expects that there will be 
a material decrease in the price of 
clothes and shoes. 
It proposes to distribute the cloth 
shoes, 
which had been stored 
up 
against further prosecution of the 
w’ar, at low prices to deserving fam ­ 
ilies. 
Rates will be made according 
to the size of the family. 


The United States treasury has 
made a ruling that lapsed insurance 
of soldiers, sailors or marines may he 
reinstated within eighteen months af­ 
ter discharge by the payment of the 
premium for the month of discharge 
and the premium for the month of re­ 
instatement, provided the applicant 
states he is in as good health as at 
the time of his discharge.

The work of restoring the churches 
has begun. 
The first annual general 
assembly of the Society to Restore the 
Chn reb (‘8 of the Devastated Regions 
was held in Paris recently. At that 
time Victor Odelln of Paris reported 
that over $256,000 has been expended 
in beginning the work of restoration. 
He stated that sixty-three churches 
have been adopted by individuals Who 
will personally bear all the expenses 
Involved in the work of rebuilding. 
Help has come, said the vicar, from 
the United States, from Brazil, from 
In d ia : in fact, every nation of the 
allied world Is helping France counter­ 
act the work of the destroyer. 
Some Leveled by Shells. 
Some of the churches will never he 
restored. 
Some are gone, completely 
shot to bits. leaving barely a trace or 
their former location. Others, famous 
cathedrals, such as those of Reims and 
Amiens, may he left as they now stand 
as a wanting to posterity and as an 
Indelible record of the savagery of the 
last five years. 
In importance, architectural beauty 
and size the ruined cathedrals and 
churches vary from the stately ruin of 
Reims, which will always symbolize 
the barbarity of the Germans, to the 
little country churches. 
Beside the mound which figured day 
after day in the war communiques as 
“ Hill 301.” in tim midst of what used 
to form the quiet village of Banes, just 
to the right of Verdun, stood the little 
chureh. 
It was almost demolished by 
the terrible effect of the artillery dur­ 
ing 
the 
Verdun 
struggle 
of 
1016, 
but until late In the summer of 1917 
the altar of the church still stood un­ 
scathed. 
The roof and walla of the church 
had long since been shot away, bvt 
the weather-beaten, unprotected altar 
continued to give solitary evidence of 
the former presence of a house of 
worship. Today nothing remains. But 
the little chun h of Kanas la only one 
of a great number which will never 
be restored.
